It said the 
bank guaranty law was constitutional. But it did not 
say th a t In its operation it could exact from success­ 
ful banking until its dem ands virtually am ounted to 
confiscation of sacred property rights. 
If the special assessment which has been enjoined 
by the trial court is confiscatory, what of the regular 
levies provided for by the law? The fact is th a t the 
bank guaranty system has reached its supreme test. 
If this special assessment cannot Jfgally be collected, 
then the system breaks down. It strikes at the very 
heart of th e ’purposes of the act. The case undoubted­ 
ly will and should be given speedy hearing in the su­ 
preme court so th a t the issue be finally settled and 
the state can proceed sanely and Intelligently to de­ 
cide its future course in respect to the bank guaranty 
law.

There is still the unsolved problem of what to do in 
connection with the losses

through bank failures since 1920. 
W hat these losses 
are has never been authoritatively stated. They have 
been placed a t from $8,000,000 to $15,000,000 
But they do raise a puzzling question of moral obli­ 
gation. There is no escape from the fact th a t h un­ 
dreds of depositors placed their money in banks in 
the belief th a t the state had pledged its good faith 
to these instittuions. 
In some instances they repre­ 
sented the accum ulation of elderly people, who are de­ 
pendent upon it to carry them through the closing 
years of their life.

The governor said he regretted 
that the courts had not decided the 
bank suit more speedily, so that the 
situation might have been clarified 
and the legislature given more time 
to contrive measures to remedy the 
situation. 
"I believe a moral obligation rests 
upon the state to pay a part of the 
guaranty fund deficit," he w’ent on. 
"So I recommended in my inaugural 
massage and suggested special taxes 
for raising the revenue to apply in 
that way. To my mind, some of 
these forms of special taxation must 
ultimately be enacted to relieve 
property of some of the burdens It 
is now carrying. 
"I hope when we meet again we 
will have further light on bank 
problems and will be able to arrive

Dr CV W. Rosenlof, director of 
secondary education and

The Child—A Product of His Com­ 
munity."

certain inherent tendencies as po­ 
tential factors in the development I 
of a hum an being had resulted In 
the failure of the school, the home 
and the com m unity to do very much I 
of a const m otive sort in a co-oper­ 
ative enterprise in character build­ 
ing 
"We cannot ignore the fact,” Dr. 
Rosenlof 
said, 
“th at science has 
made rem arkable 
discoveries and 
that much new m aterial Is being 
made available to those who are in ­ 
terested In this problem of building 
citizenship” 
He 
stated, 
further 
that all of this new development 
was essential 
with the character 
building program In the light of a 
lack of knowledge on the subject. 
Dr. Roeenlof indicated that in his 
tudgment the schools, the homes, 
the churches, and every other form 
of com munity organisation 
must 
meet together on a common ground 
and tackle a common responsibility 
with sincerity of purpose and with 
genuine appreciation of the contri­ 
bution th at each can make to the 
co-ordinated activity. There can be 
no denying of the fact th at en ­ 
vironment and heredity are the tw'O 
large factors responsible for the de­ 
velopments th a t take place in the 
life experience of an individual.
